This victory enables the Servians to turn the very 
difficult and rocky gorge of Dragomac Pass, aad 
the Buigarians, after a gallant resistance, retreated 
to Slivinitza, where an important engagement is 
expected to take place to-day, which will probably 
decide the fate of Soffa. Tne direct road to Sofia 
passes through Tzaribrod and Dragoman, but 
another runs by way of Tro and Turus, both de- 
files of Tzaribrod and Dragoman. reaching Sofia by 
way of Bresvik. It was probably op the latter 
road the fight of yesterday took piace. 

4 SERVIAN VicTrory.

Louis David Riel, the Half-Breed 
Rebel Leader, Hanged.

The Execution Takes Place in the Bar- 
racks of the Mounted Police Force, 
at Regina, at an Early Hour This 
Morning—Riel Calm and Self-Pos- 
sessed tothe Last—His Last Words, 
“Merci, Jesus!"—The Affair Per- 
formed With Decorum and Dis- 
patch—Intense Excitement at Mon- 
treal and Quebec—Violent Demon- 
strations Threatened. 


Recma. Nortuwest Territory, November 16.— 
Lonis David R.e. was execited on the scaffold at 
the Barracks of the Mounted Police Force, near 
this city, for high treason against the Queen of 
Great Britain, at 8:28 o'clock this morning, Mount- 


ain time. 
SCENE ON THE SCAFFOLD. 


The same extraordinary precaution against the 
possible escape of Riel, or the iutrusion into the 
barracks by unauthorized persons was observed 
again this morning. Ata miie from the barracks 
mounted patrols challenged al! persons and com- 
pelled them to disclose a written pass. Other lines 
of guards were stationed at points nearer the post 
where the same precautions were again observed. 
No one was permiited to enter the guard room until 
8:11 o’c.ock. The scene presented then was that of 
Riel on the scaffold with the Pere Andre and 
Father McWilliams with bim 

CELEBRATING MASS. 

Riel was on his bended kuees, wearing a loose 
woolen surtout, gray trousers and woolen sbrt. 
On his fect were moccasins, the only feature of 
bis dress that partook of the Indian tat was in 
him. He received the notice to pro 
ceed to the scaffoid in the same 
composed manner shown the preceeding night on 
receiving the warning of bis fate. His face was 
full of color and be aypeared to have complete self- 
possession, responding to the service io a clear 
tone. The prisover cecided only a moment before 
starting for the scaffold not to make a speecb. 
This was owing to tue earnest solicitatién of botn 
the priests attending him. He displayed an in- 
clination at the last moment to make an address, 
but Pere Andre reminded him of his promise, and 
he then arose and walked toward the exacutioner, 
repeating his prayers to the last moment, the final 
words escapiig him being 

MERCI, JESUS!" 
He died without a struggle. Not to exceed twenty 
persons were permitted within the confines of the 
barracks to witness the execution, and it was cer- 
tainly performed w.th decorum and dispatch. His 
body was taken in charge by tne Coroner and the 
verdict usual to ail State executions was rendered 
THE REBELS LAST HOURS. 

Riel has been conflued in the xuard-room of the 
Canadian Mounted Police Barracks, whose head- 
quarters post is lucated on the open prairie, three 
mies west of bere, ever since the conclusion of his 
trial bere inthe month of July. His triai and 
sentence occurred af this city, which is the capital 
of a vast territory sretchisg north as far as 
Alaska, west to British Columbia, and known as 
tue Northwest Territory. The Territorial Council 
meets here and it is likewise the official residence 
of the resideni Lieutenan:-Governor and other high 
appointive Dominion officials. The leader of the 
Metis, or Laif-breeds, in their two revolts against 
the authorities of tne Canadian Government has

Whatever bis 
character may have been in the field as a 
martial leader of his countrymen, in prison be has 
fallen little shortof a religieu-e. His time has 
been devoted assiduous y to prayer. Even when 
given his constituuional on the open ground adjoin- 
ing the guar: room foran hour each morning, be 
has paced back aod forth with bis bands clasped 
together infront, his head bowed, with prayers 
wsuing from his lips, voiced in either the French or 
Indian Cree tongue, Soon after his capture by the 
Canadian troops he professed to throw off his al- 
legiance tothe Roman Catholic Church and too« 
the guise of a prophet, c-aiming (o see visions and 
foretellog events.

but menua! labor. Some days previous to the nold- 
ing of this meeting Delegate O'Neill introduced a 
bill in the House to have the streets swept by hand 
and not by machixe. From this it will be seen that 
there is a great deal of opposition tothe metnods 
of street Cleaning that has been adopted by the 
Board of Public Improvemen's in a quarter . hich 
ig usually strong with tbe politicians, and it may 
come to pass that the rapid and effective method of 
street cleaning now in vogue in machine sweeping 
will be done away with, and the broom and hoe sub- 
stituted. Col. Flad, ag President of the Board, was 
asked tnis morning why the mach.ne sweeping was 

erred to the other. Said he: ‘We are given sv 
inuch money every year for street sweeping by the 
Aseembily. It becomes our duty (o see tuat the 
grealest ble number of streets are swept with 
this money. Macuine swerpiug cosis ouly one-half 
as inuch as hand sweeping, tu.erefore. by employ- 
Ing Mauci1e we can get twice «& Many strecis 
swept as by employing men. Thercfore we use the 
macuine method.”

Tae Trunk Line dictation of freight rates 
is only a winter arrangement. The opening of 
navigation in the spring will knock this des- 
potism all to pieces. Water transportation is a 
competitor that cannot be controlled by a 
monopoly or be drawn into a pooling arrange- 
ment, But the power which this Trunk Line 
combination is able to exercise over all the 
railroads in the country, when navigation 
closes, serves to show us how the corporations 
would rule us if we had no water ways, or if 
we permitted the latter to become useless by 
utter neglect of our navigation interests. In 
August, 1880, the Trunk Line rate was 10 cents 
per 100 pounds, and in November, when navi- 
gation closed, it was advanced to 40 cents, 
Mr. Fink has shown that a break of 20 cents in 
the grain rate between Chicago and New York 
costs New York and the East in one season 
#1,440,000. Of course,an advance by which 
New York and the East gain that much on 
grain alone subjects the West to a correspond- 
ing loss, Can such power over the business of 
the people be safely entrusted to any combina- 
tion of capitalists, East or West? The violent 
fluctuations in railroad securities show how the 
railroad investors themselves suffer from the 
power exercised by their managers, and no man 
can estimate the losses imposed on the business 
of the country by the instability of rates and 
the arbitrary discriminations which character- 
ize our railroad management.

THE assailants of Postmaster-General VrLas 
will make but little headway until they choose 
some more popular point of attack than that 
from Which the subsidy grabbers are trying to 
coerce him. Their resolution that he set him- 
self against the will of Congress and refused to 
execute a mandatory law in his dealings with 
the ocean mail steamers, cannvt pass the House 
without compromising every member who 
voted for the law he is accused of violating. 
if the law appropriating an extra sum to pay 
for ocean mail service was mandatory, that 
extra sum was voted as a subsidy and nothing 
else, and all who voted for it with the under- 
standing that the expenditure was mandatory 
voted the money asa subsidy. But even those 
who complain that it was not expended deny that 
it was a subsidy, aud the wording of the 
appropriation was plainly such as to throw the 
responsibility upon Mr. Vitas and make the 
expenditure discretionary with him.

The mail 
service has not suffered from his decision, and 
it is not probable that the next Congress will 
censure him for not treating as a subsidy an 
appropriation which the last Congress did not 
dare to vote as a subsidy. The probability is 
that the present Congress will be even more 
tender-footed and cautious than the last one 
was on the subject of subsidies to steamship 
companies that receive additional subsidies 
from railroad companies for keeping up mon- 
opoly rates on land transportation.

The Case to Come Up for Trial at 
Osage Mission, Kansas, To-Morrow

Osace Mission, Kan,, November 14—The 
case which begins in the District Court of 
Neosho County on the 17th inst.,in which Mrs. H. 
D. Loveland, better known as Frankie Morris, is 
charged with poisoning her aged mother, Mrs, J. 
M. Poiusett, for insurance money amounting to 
$15,000, is one of the most remarkabie ever tried in 
this State, and has connected with it many features 
of a thrilling cu .aracter. From the faci 
that her divorced husband, Hon, A. 
4. Hurd, of Topeka, is assistant general 
attorney of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe 
Raiiroad and one of the most able lawyers in the 
State, and because of the association of other 
persons of prominence with the case, the first trial 
of the woman, which was had in the e.rly part of 
August, was watched with unusuil interest. The 
Case was tried before Judge Stillwell, and both 
sides employed the best legal talent of the State.

brown or white. It is not irritation of the skin 

that is wanted when we put on underclothing, 

but protection from cold and vicissitudes of 

temperature. When it is necessary to irritate 

the skin it is better to make use of a mustard 

piastertor blister and not to divert the clothing 

from its proper objects. Underclothing should 
be made of white material. Theoretically, 

black would be preferrable for winter 
use, as it is a better non-conductor 
of heat and a better absorber of 
moisture than any other color, other things 
being equal; but it would probably be ditticult 
to get people to clothe taemselves in clothing 
of this color or to find the necessary articles 
in the shops. 

It is the fashion now to have all the under- 
clothing made of the knit material called 
‘“‘stockinet,” but 1 am quite sure that flannel 
shirts and drawers, such as our ancestors used, 
are preferable for winter use, and a mixture of 
wool and cotton forsummer. The chief ob- 
jection to stockinet is that the garments made 
of it fit too close to the skin to be comfortable 
or to fulfill all the objects to be obtained from 
underclothing. When, however, the garments 
are made out of piece-goods, and expressly for 
the person who is to wear them, they cannot be 
so formed as to embrace the body as tightly as 
though they,were made of India-rubber. Strata 
of air, therefore, are formed at various points, 
and these help to retain the heat. If stockinet 
be used, the articles made of it should be large 
and roomy, and should not, thereiore, fit close 
to the skin.
